The president: Trump calls for “NO violence, NO lawbreaking.’ 
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Wednesday’s vote 


President Donald Trump “must go,” Speaker Nancy 
Pelosi said Wednesday before the House voted. And some 
of her Republican colleagues agreed. Even in defeat after 
the November election, Trump dominated the GOP — 
able to bend lawmakers to his will and assert a strong 
claim to the party’s nomination for another White House 
run in 2024. That control might be eroding. 


Why it’s historic 


Trump becomes the first president to be impeached 
twice. And the other two presidents who were impeached 
(Bill Clinton and Andrew Johnson) didn’t face any charge 
as severe — “willful incitement of insurrection.” Demo- 
crats said he must be impeached to hold him accountable 
for his role encouraging his supporters who participated 
in the violent Jan. 6 insurrection at the U.S. Capitol. 


What’s next? 


Senate Majority Leader Mitch McConnell will not bring 
the chamber back immediately for a trial, all but ensur- 
ing it can’t begin at least until Jan. 19. Still, McCon- 
nell didn’t rule out voting to convict Trump. Leaks to 
the media show McConnell believes Trump committed 
impeachable offenses and considers impeachment an 
opportunity to lessen Trump’s hold on the GOP.

THE COVID-19 PANDEMIC 


U.K. variant of virus found in Ohio; strain spreads more easily

A variant of the coronavirus identical 
to the one found recently in the United 
Kingdom has been found in Ohio, OSU 
researchers said Wednesday. 

Also like the U.K. strain, the mutations 
in the Columbus strain are likely to make 
the virus more infectious and more easily 
spread from person to person. The study is 
under review for publication in the journal 
BioRxiv, and is available as a preprint.

“The big question is whether these 
mutations will render vaccines and cur- 
rent therapeutic approaches less effec- 
tive,” Peter Mohler, a co-author of the 
study and chief scientific officer at the 
Ohio State Wexner Medical Center, said 
in a statement. “At this point, we have no 
data to believe that these mutations will 
have any impact on the effectiveness of 
vaccines now in use.

“Its important that we don’t overreact to 
this new variant until we obtain additional 
data,” Mohler said. “We need to understand 
the impact of mutations on transmission of 
the virus, the prevalence of the strain in the 
population and whether it has a more sig- 
nificant impact on human health. Further, 
it is critical that we continue to monitor the 
evolution of the virus.”
